Ford’s p lans, g etting a tax cu t 
abou t eq u al to the increase in 
their energ y costs, according to 
g ov ernment estimates. 
Energ y costs for a family of 
fou r are ex p ected to increase 
abou t $25 0 du e to hig her energ y 
tax es, according to Federal 
Energ y Administrator Frank 
Zarb. The $250 also rep resents 
the ap p rox imate tax sav ing s to 
the ty p ical family of fou r with

Nixon thought 
tapes were safe 


NEW YORK (AP) — Former White House counsel John 
W. Dean III says a cellmate told him former President 
Richard M. Nixon was confident after conversations with 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger that he would not have to 
surrender the Watergate tapes. 


“ 1 am told he had some conversations with the Chief Jus­ 
tice — Chief Justice Burger — shortly after this suit was 
filed, or somewhere along the line, that gave him confidence 
that he indeed was going to win the lawsuit,” Dean said in 
an interview with the “ NBC Nightly News.” 


Dean, released from AUenwood, Pa., federal prison last 
week, said he was told of the alleged conversations between 
Nixon and the Chief Justice by Charles W. Colson when they 
shared a cell. CoLson, a former White House aide, is still in 
prison. 


Newsmen for the National Broadcasting Co. reported that 
spokesmen for Nixon and Burger denied the former Presi­ 
dent and Burger had discussed the outcome of the suit filed 
by Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 


The Burger spokesman said, “At no time in the whole 
year of 1974, at no time in the whole year of 1973 did he talk 
to President Nixon. Chief Justice Burger said that he had 
never talked to President Nixon at any time about 
Watergate.” 


The Supreme Court ruled against Nixon and the sub­ 
sequent release of the tapes forced his resignation Aug. 9. 


NBC Correspondent 
Carl Stem said he Understood 
Colson knew much about Central Intelligence Agency 
activity and asked Dean if Colson had told him “ anything 
about his friend Howard Hunt that you didn’t know 
already?” 
Dean responded that Colson told him convicted Watergate 
conspirator Hunt and Richard Helms, former director of the 
CIA, were “ far closer ... than Mr. Helms has been willing to 
admit.” 
“ Also, that when Hunt left the CIA, he was in need of 
funds and short of cash and times were tough. And that Mr. 
Helms gave him $20,000 in cash. I don’t know whether it was 
Helms’ personal money or whether it was CIA money or 
what.” 
Dean said he did not know why Helms gave Hunt the mon­ 
ey and said he did not believe Colson knew either. 
Dean stated that Colson said he knew of CIA burglary and 
bugging of the Chilean Embassy during the administration 
of President 
Salvador Allende Gossens. 
“ He read the CIA file on Watergate and amongst the files 
he read that the CIA also thought I had knowledge about the 
Chilean Einbassy break-in — which I didn’t — but worried 
about my knowledge and potential testimony. 
“ The CIA had arrangements made to have the FBI go in 
and remove the devices within the Chilean Embassy before 
I testified.”

$22,917 fee from the Martin E. Segal Co. 
after helping the firm get postal bu siness. 


Tliis allegedly v iolates two conflict of 
interest statu tes. The FBI, therefore, will 
present 
its 
findings 
to

Ju stice 
Department for prosecu tion. 


For nearly a y ear, the craggy Klassen has 
held ou t in his postal penthou se, deny ing 
reports of wrongdoing and deploring his 
critics. His abru pt departu re from the 
Postal Serv ice, he said, had nothing to do 
with the criticism of his condu ct. 


On the contrary , postal sou rces say the 
sworn ev idence finally cau ght u p with him. 
The Board of Gov ernors stu ck by him, they 
say , as long as the charges were confined to 
ou r colu mn. Bu t when a congressional 
committee confirmed ou r charges, the 
board cou ld no longer ignore them. 
Klassen resigned two day s after meeting 
with the board. 


Here are the facts that brou ght him 
down: 


We rev ealed that Klassen, not once 
bu t twice, had helped the Martin E. Segal 
Co. with postal contracts. When ou r 
associate Jack Cloherty qu estioned him, 
Klassen denied any knowledge of the 
second contract. Now sworn congressional 
testimony 
contradicts 
this. 
The 
FBI 
inv estigation has also confirmed ou r story 
completely . 


We reported that Charles Bu rnaford, 


a close friend of Klassen’s had picked u p 
$8 21,000 
in 
postal 
contracts 
withou t 
su bmitting a bid. The blu stery postmaster 
general feigned amazement ov er this. He 
said 
he was “appalled.” 
Bu t 
sworn 
testimony 
now rev eals that he gav e 
Bu rnaford’s bu siness card to a postal 
su bordinate and su ggested that Bu rnaford 
cou ld “do a good job.” 


We charged Klassen with padding the 
pay roll with his friends, wasting money on 
fancy offices and abu sing the contractir^ 
sy stem .

Bu t a Hou se su bcommittee, 
headed by Rep. Charles Wilson, D-Calif.

contracting and procu rement.” 


We described how Klassen had 
lav ished the tax pay ers’ money on his office 
complex . The General Accou nting Office 
confirmed ou r report down to the ex act 
figu re he laid ou t. 


Under the contract the enterprising 
Klassen wangled from the board, he can 
continu e to collect $30,000 from the Postal 
Serv ice for another two y ears simply for 
“ making 
himself 
av ailable” 
as 
a 
consu ltant. Then he will be able to retire 
on a $12,000 annu al gov ernment pension, 
althou gh he worked only fiv e y ears for the 
gov ernment. 


Footnote: Astonishingly , the Board of 
Gov ernors appdnted Ben Bailar, Klassen’s 
depu ty , as the new postmaster general. 
Bailar worked with Klassen both at the 
American Can Co. and later in the Postal 
Serv ice. We hav e pu blished ev idence that 
Bailar was implicated in some of Klassen’s 
qu estionable dealings, althou gh Bailar had 


no part in the alleged v iolation of law.

What to do? The Democrats control 
almost two-thirds of the Senate. If they

Becau se 
of the lopsided imbalance in the Senate,, 
the Democrats cou ld gain fiv e seats on 
Senate committees by deny ing the v ictory 
to Wy man.

In the absence of frau d, the Senate will 
want to think carefu lly abou t the wisdom 
of su bstitu ting its ju dgment on dispu te 
ballots for the ju dgment of the New 
Hampshire Ballot Law Commission. As the 
formal action of a state, the commission’s 
certification is entitled to u nu su al respect. 


This is becau se senators, u nder ou r 
Constitu tion, are pecu liarly emissaries of 
their 
states. 
Until 
the 
Sev enteenth 
Amendment in 1913, many senators were 
. named by their state legislatu res. The 
Constitu tion, by 
a 
su btle 
choice 
of 
prepositions, say s that a representativ e 
mu st be an inhabitant of the state “in 
which” he is chosen; a senator mu st be 
an inhabitant of the state “for which” he 
is chosen. A decent respect for federalism 
demands that New Hampshire’s official 
decision be giv en great weight. 


Finally , it may be observ ed that the 
Senate, like any other parliamentary body , 
liv es on prec^ents. Any one of sev eral 
cou rses cou ld be taken. The Senate cou ld 
direct its Ru les Committee to recou nt 
some of the New Hampshire ballots, or to 
recou nt all the New Hampshire ballots. 
The committee might wisely delegate the 
actu al 
recou nting 
to an independent 
nonpartisan body . The Senate might well 
seat Wy man prov isionally — after all, he 
holds the only v alid certificate — withou t 
preju dice to Du rkin’s petition. Or the 
Senate might requ ire that both contenders 
stand aside for some indefinite period. 


The important thing, for the state, for 
the Senate and for the Democrats, is to 
settle the matter with deliberate speed — 
bu t speed ou ght to be accorded second 
place, and deliberation first.

JERUSALEM (AP) - It’s 
five o’clock in the afternoon 
but the clock says midnight. 
Bearded men pray in the 
streets. Television and mov­ 
ies are forbidden. There are 
no trees, no flowers. 
This is the Mea Shearim 
quarter of Jerusalem , a reli­ 
gious ghetto of Jew s so ortho­ 
dox they refuse to recognize 
the Israeli state — and often 
the 20th century — following 
in stea d a sev ere life of 
prayers and rituals dating 
back to the Middle Ages. 
The ban on gardens comes 
from an ancient Jewish edict 
that tried to prevent falcons 
from dropping snakes into ho­ 
ly areas and contaminating 
religious sacrifices, explains 
R a bbi Moshe H irsch, an 
American-born 
resident 
of 
Mea Shearim since 1955. The 
sacrifices stopped centuries 
ago, but the orthodox still 
keep the laws. 
Mea Shearim. whicu iTieans 
“ 100 Gates’’ in Hebrew, was 
built 100 years ago by the Ot­ 
tom an Turks. Around thé 
quarter they constructed a 
wall with six gates, which the 
orthodox believe to symbolize 
the points of the Star of 
David. 
Inside the walls there is a 
clutter of stone houses, nar­ 
row, winding streets, granite 
a r c h w a y s a nd o u td o o r 
markets. 
The orthodox shun modern- 
day trappings from radios to 
photographs to mod clothes. 
Bearded men, wearing the 
black-coated uniforms of the 
pious Hassidic sect, study 
Jewish teachings from dawn 
to dusk in musty synagogues, 
marking time by a clock that 
starts a new day the minute 
the sun goes down. 


“We would study and pray 
for 25 hours a day if it were 
possible,” Rabbi Hirsch says. 
“And we have devoted our 
lives to study simply because 
the Bible tells us to learn.” 
Some orthodox spend so 
much on the Tora h, the 
Talmud and ancient religious 
teachings that there is no 


time left for gainful employ­ 
ment, and they must live off 
c h a rity and ea t at free 
kitchens set up by religious 
foundations. 
As for Women’s Lib in Mea 
Shearim, the mere mention 
of equal rights for the sexes 
is an anathema. The men 
begin morning prayers with a 
chant thanking God they 
w eren ’t born a s women, 
while religious girls attend 
segregated schools that pre­ 
pare them for a life of cook­ 
ing. sewing and keeping the 
home according to Jewish 
law. 
Rabbi Hirsch says orthodox 
boys and girls don’t date, and 
most marriages are arranged 
b y 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
matchmakers. Then, accord­ 
ing to religious law, the wife 
tries to make herself as unat­ 
tractive as possible to dis­ 
courage the stares of other 
men. She shaves her head, 
uses no makeup and dresses 
in plain floor-length skirts 
and long sleeves. 
Rabbi Hirsch says the or­ 


thodox penalty for marital in­ 
fidelity is death, but the law 
isn ’t en forced . W ayward 
spouses are forced to divorce 
and then they are usually ba­ 
nished from the community. 
Many orthodox Jew s in 
Mea Shea rim do not re­ 
cognize the state of Israel, its 
laws, its Hebrew language or 
its currency. Rabbi Hirsch’s 
ultra-orthodox Neturei Karta 
sect communicates in Yid­ 
dish and preaches that the 
Israeli state can be declared 
only when the Messiah ap­ 
pears. 
The sect has called on the 
A ra b g u e r r illa s of th e 
P a l e s t i n e 
L i b e r a t i o n 
Organization to recognize 
them in any future Palestine 
sta te the Arabs may es­ 
tablish. 
The group also refuses to 
pray at Ju d a ism ’s holiest 
shrine — the Western or 
Wailing Wall — because it 
was captured by what they 
call “the Zionist imposters” 
in the 1967 Mideast War. 
They have pla stered the 
quarter’s stone walls with 


posters calling for an end to 
autopsies and m ilitary in­ 
ductions of religious youth, 
and with slogans comparing 
the Jerusalem government 
with the Nazis. 
The orthodox object to au­ 
topsies as a desecration of 
the human body, which is 
considered holy. The protests 
against the draft stem from a 
recen t m ilita ry drive to 
bolster manpower after the 
October Mideast War. Unlike 
in the past, religious students 
and orthodox girls are no 
longer automatically exempt 
from military service. 


The religious fervor in Mea 
Shearim has often spilled 
over into violence. Stone- 
throwing orthodox mobs have 
a tta ck ed ca rs and buses 
violating the sabbath ban on 
dri vi ng, va nda l i z ed the 
homes of pathologists and 
beaten up girls wearing mini­ 
skirts. 
Rabbi Hirsch says cosmetic 
beauty is only skin-deep: 
“ We’re here to keep the 
soul clean.”

DENVER (AP) — Retail 
beef prices have declined for 
the fifth consecutive month, 
the American National Cat­ 
tlemen’s Association reported 
Wednesday. 
The ANCA’s monthly sur­ 
vey of supermarkets in 19 
cities showed that average 
retail beef prices on Jan. 9 
were down three cents per

FORT MADISON, Iowa (AP) 
— Bobby Ferguson has spent 
all but 20 months of his 40 
years in institutions. And he 
says he didn’t care for the little 
bit of freedom he did have. 
Now he’s about to be freed 
again from the 
Iowa 
State 
Penitentiary here. Warden Lou 
Brewer has his misgivings, but 
Ferguson says he’s a changed 
man and intends to prove it at 
the home of an Iowa farm 
couple. 
Ferguson’s mother was an in­ 
mate in the Iowa Women’s Re­ 
formatory when he was born, 
and he says he’s searched in 
vain for his parents. 
After birth, he was taken to 
Woodward State Hospital where 
he spent the next 14 years as a 
ward of the court. 
From 
then 
on, 
Ferguson 
says, he committed a succes­ 
sion of crimes to keep him in 
institutions where he feels se 
cure and has friends. 
A year ago he was finishing a 
10-year stretch for armed rob­ 


bery and escape when he asked 
Gov Robert Ray to give him a 
life sentence so he could re- 
niain “in the only home I’ve 
known.” 
But Ray arranged for Fergu­ 
son to become a prison janitor 
when he was paroled last Feb. 
18. Ray said the continuing as­ 
sociation with the prison might 
ease some of the social pres­ 
sures for Ferguson. 
But Ferguson broke parole 
after three weeks, wandered 
clandestinely around Iowa for a 
couple of months and was re­ 
turned to prison. 
“For me, it is all over,” Fer­ 
guson 
told 
The 
Associated 
Press in a letter after he was 
jailed again. “ I tried to work, 
but other people wouldn’t let 
me. Now I want to do life or 
die. 
“I wish hanging were in 
effect, because I would ask to 
be hung.” 


Today Ferguson says he sees 
it differently and says he’ll find 
new hope on the 260-acre farm 


of Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Mey­ 
er near Ottumwa. 
“They’ve adopted me,” Fer­ 
guson says. “Not a legal ad<^ 
tion, but I hope to make it that 
way.” 
But Mrs. Meyer says; “ We 
haven’t talked with him, just 
corresponded. We want to get 
in touch and talk, but I don’t 
suppose that will change our 
plans because we’ve already 
promised he could come here.” 
Ferguson is due to be re­ 
leased Feb. 7. 
Ferguson says former prison­ 
ers “can get a job, then go to 
their empty apartment. But 
that doesn’t do it. You’ve got to 
have people who care. I’ve got 
to make this work. I can’t sit 
back and hope.” 
Mrs. Meyer, who says she 
and her husband “are near the 
age of Bobby’s own parents,” 
have a married daughter who 
lives in Illinois. 
“ I feel Bobby has responded 
to this parental thing, where he 
didn’t respond to others,” Mrs. 
Meyer says.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Ag ing slu g g er Hannon Kiliebrew 
has bid farewell to the Minnesota Twins and hopes to g ain a 
new lease on his baseball life with the Kansas City Roy als. 
Joe Bu rke, g eneral manag er of 
the Roy als, 
annou nced 
Wednesday 
the clu b 
has reached an ag reement with the 
famed 38-y ear-old home ru n specialist and that Killebrew 
“can sig n a contract with u s as soon as he is released by the 
Twins.” 
Killebrew came to terms with the Roy als after day long re­ 
ports he was headed for the Tex as Rang ers. Bu rtce did not 
disclose terms of the oney ear ag reement bu t the Rang ers 
said they wou ld not meet Killebrew’s reported requ est for 
$80,000 a y ear. 
Roy als Stadiu m may hav e been a factor in Killebrew’s de­ 
sire to join Kansas Ci^ rather than Tex as. 
“Tex as mig ht hav e the tou g hest park to hit in in both 
leag u es," Killebrew said from his home in Ontario, Ore. “I 


certainly hope I can play a cou ple more y ears. Kansas City 
is g iv ing me that opportu nity . 
“1 like the ball park, and I like the clu b’s chances of being 
a pennant winner.” 
KiUebrew wiU be u sed by the Roy als as a desig nated 
hitter and pinch hitter. He had 7 4 hits in 333 times at bat, 13 
home ru ns and drov e in 54 ru ns for the Twins in 1974. 
Killebrew’s mov e to the Roy als closes ou t a 14-y ear reig n 
in Minnesota with whom he became one of baseball’s most 
feared hitters. 
He has 559 career home ru ns, many of them of record dis­ 
tance, and is fifth on the alltime list. 
Bu rke was elated and Twins owner Calv in Griffith and 
thou sands of Minnesota fans saddened by Wednesday ’s 
dev elopments.

Recruiting not problem 


KANSAS CITY (AP) -- Re­ 
cruiting is never a problem 
for the Ontral Intelligence 
Agency, reports a CIA 
personnel representative 
here. 


“Year in and year out, with 


good publicity and bad 
publicity, we get the same 
high quality, the same mix in 
ca n d id a te s. It doesn’t 
change,” said Charles R. 
Pecinovsky. He handles CIA 
recruiting in Missouri, 
Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Ar­ 
kansas, western Tennessee 
and northern Mississippi. 
A job qualification descrip­ 
tion from a CIA flyer ad­ 
vises: 
‘‘Preference is given to 


graduate students and bac­ 
calaureate students in the up­ 
per quarter of their class who 
are in good health and willing 
to travel. All positions are in 
the Washington area; some 
will require foreign travel. 
For all positions, U. S. 
citizenship is required. 
“Salaries: $9,969 to $17,497, 


depending upon education, 
experience and other quali­ 
fications. 
“Because of the processing 


time required prior to 
employment, it is suggested 
that contact be made six 
months ahead of the date 
when one will be available for 
employment.” 
• Pecinovsky, skirting any 
reference to the CIA’s cur­ 
rent imbroglio—allegations 
about domestic surveillance 
which are being examined by 
a presidential commission— 


talked of his job, which is to 
s c r e e n c a n d id a t e s fo r 
employment by the CIA. He 
said he’s never been a spy 
and probably never will be. 
“ I don’t write well enough.” 
The intelligence agency is 
looking for engineers, com­ 
puter scientists, foreign area 
specialists; linguists—with 
em phases on Slavic, Asian 
and Arabic languages—and 
persons with doctorates or 
m asters’ degrees. 


“ We hire a few psychology 
Ph.D’s, a few economists,” 
he said. “ We like to hire a 
couple of physicians, general 
practitioners. And lots of 
c le r ic a l and se c r e ta r ia l 
workers.” 


The number of persons re­ 
cruited has declined because 
of the “ same problem any 
government agency faces, 
personnel ceilings,” he said. 
“ There are fewer vacancies 
so we try to be more specific 
in the job requirements. We 
used to be able to place a 
good m aster’s candidate with 
a foreign relations degree, 
but now we need m ore 
qualifications. For example, 
a Slavic studies person with a 
high level of proficiency in 
the language.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pity 
the freshman congressmen, the 
new kids on the block, as they 
learn the ropes at the beginning 
of the 94th Congress. 
Statistics show they are dif­ 
ferent from their more ex­ 
perienced colleagues who are 
old hands at this business of 
being a U.S. representative. 
—They are a bit better edu­ 
cated than the incumbents. 
—They had to fight somewhat 
harder to win the opportunity 
to sit on the crowded House 
floor today and listen to Presi­ 
dent Ford’s State of the Union 


address and wrestle for the 
next two years with the na­ 
tion’s problems. 
—They are younger, the ap­ 
parent lot of freshmen every­ 
where. 
—There are more women, 
proportionately, 
among 
the 
freshmen than the rest of the 
Congress. 
—And they are less likely to 
be married. 
These differenc*es between 
the new members of the 94th 
Congress and the old hands 
emerged from an Associated 
Press computerzed study of the 
Congress. 
There are 92 freshmen among 
the 435 House members, an in­ 


crease over recent years. Sev­ 
enty-five of the new people are 
Democrats; 17 are Republi­ 
cans. 
Only 10 per cent of the new 
congressmen don’t have a col­ 
lege degree. Fourteen per cent 
of the incumbents didn’t finish 
college. 
The incumbents have more 
law degrees — 53 per cent have 
the degree, while only 45 per 
cent of the freshmen have legal 
training. 
But when all advanced de­ 
grees are tallied, the freshmen 
hold a slight edge with 6 8 per 
cent having advanced degrws 
compared to the incumbents’ 65 
per cent. 


The incumbents had a much 
easier go of it in winning re- 
election than the freshmen. In­ 
cumbents were so popular they 
averaged about 60 per cent of 
the popular vote. Forty-seven 
of them didn’t even draw oppo­ 
sition. But the freshmen were 
nip and tuck in their election 
battles, averaging only 54 per 
cent of the popular vote. 
The experienc*ed coi^ressmen 
have an average age of 52 The 
freshmen average about 39. 
One-third of the freshmen are 
under 35, although their ages 
range from 25 years old to 64. 
The youngest incumbent is 30, 
the oldest 82. Only 10 per cent 
of the incumbents are over 65. 


The freshmen have twice as 
many women members as the 
incumbents, 
prc^ortionately 
There are six women in the 
new group of congressmen, or 7 
per cent women. There are 12 
women among the incumbent 
congressmen, or 3.5 per cent. 


The experienced congressmen 
are a bit more likely to be mar­ 
ried — 92 per cent of the in­ 
cumbents versus 81 per cent of 
the freshmen. 


Data for the study was gath­ 
ered from official biographies 
or 
biographical 
information 
supplied by the congressmen’s 
staff members.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 
appreciate your explaining to 
me how a silicone injection is 
done for breast enlargement 
and if it is dangerous as some 
people say. Would it cause 
problems in later years? What 
kind of doctor would I go to for 
this kind of procedure’’

Reader 
— 
Silicone 
i n j e c t i o n s 
a r e 
not 
recommended 
for 
breast 
enlargement. There have been a 
number 
oi 
complications 
reported from the proc’edure. 
Some black market efforts have 
also been made with impure 
silicone which makes this even 
more dangerous. 
I am sympathetic with a 
woman’s desire to be attractive, 
although I think too many 
. women 
place 
too 
much 
emphasis on this aspect of their 
figure when they could do 
better in life to spend more 
time 
developing 
their 
personality. Those who really 
need or feel they must have an 
operation 
for 
breast 
enlargement 
should 
see 
a 
plastic surgeon who can implant 
silicone, not inject it. The 
im*plants are of several different 
varieties, but the end result is a 
surgically-placed prosthesis 
behind the normal breast tissue. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Is it 
possible to alternate insulin and 
Orinase? I've been on both and 
have both on hand. I’m on 
Orinase now 
Dear Reader — While many 
doctors prescribe oral pills for 
diabetes, I must tell you that 
the American Medical Assn., 
The Diabetic Assn. and the 
Food and Drug Administration 
have all advised against their 
use. 
Most diabetics who can have 
their blood sugar controlled by 
the oral medicines can do as 
well, or according to statistics 
even better, when managed by 
diet alone. 
The rub is many patients will 
not follow the doctor’s advice 
about their diet and will not 
lose excess fat. Finally the 
doctor gives up and prescribes 
the pill thinking that it will be 
better than nothing — but even 
that is debatable. 
Th e r e 
is 
a n o t h e r 
psychological factor involved. 
Doctor? are human, believe it 
or not, and they want to do 
something about the patient’s 
problems. It is difficult for 
them to do nothing. So they 
prescribe sometimes when they 


might just as well have done 
nothing. The patient is usually 
happier because he wants the 
doctor to do something 
I do not think patients should 
change their insulin and pills 
around without their doctor’s 
approval. 
I 
would 
never 
recommend mixing the oral 
tablets and insulin on your own. 
The two medicines are not 
the same. I have had readers 
write and tell me I was wrong 
about stating that one can’t take 
insulin by mouth. But those oral 
preparations are not insulin and 
quite apparently do not do all 
the things insulin does. Perhaps 
more important they may also 
do some things that insulin 
doesn't do that may not be 
good tor the body in all cases. 
So, don’t confuse the oral 
medicines used to lower blood 
sugar with the real thing — 
insulin. 
In general, for mild or mod­ 
erate 
diabetics 
I 
am 
all 
for doing everything you can 
with diet 
first, particularly 
eliminating any excess obestity, 
if any is present. Then, if it 
seems indicated, insulin can be 
used. I w’ant to emphasize, 
though, that many abnormal 
diabetic-type sugar tolerance 
tests become entirely normal 
after elimination of obesity. 
Correcting the obesity goes to 
the heart of the problem in 
correcting 
a 
major 
factor 
causing the condition which is 
preferable to using artificial 
treatment. (NEA)

given orders 


for jail term 


DANBURY, Conn. (AP) - 
Convicted Watergate burglar G. 
Gordon Liddy is headed for the 
Federal Correctional Institution 
here. 
A spokesman for the federal 
Bureau of Prisons said Tuesday 
that Liddy has been told to re 
port here no later than 2 p.m. 
Jan. 22. The announcement fol­ 
lowed the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
refusal Monday to allow Liddy 
to remain free on bail pendir^ 
appeal. 
Liddy, sentenced in March 
1973, received the stiffest sen­ 
tence in the Watergate case — 
6 V2 to 20 years. He had been 
free on $5,000 bond.
